civil or criminal prosecution being 
initiated. 


The House committee investiga- 


tors did not identify the case — 
other than to say it related to a 
business firm — and said only that 
Justice Department officials were 
"primarily" involved.

Article IX 


Sec. l. The General Assembly 


may define and classify property 
for taxation, but all such defini- 
tions and classifications shall be 
reasonable and be based solely on 
the nature and characteristics of 
the propel tv and not on the nature, 
characteristics, residence or busi- 
ness of the owner or the amount 
or number owned. All real estate 
shall constitute one class, except 
that lands used for forestry pur- 
poses and mineral rights in land 
may be classified separately. 
If 
any class of property is taxed by 
valuation, such tax shall be uni- 
form as to the class. 


Sec. 2. The General Assembly 
mav lew or authorize the levy of 
such other kinds of taxes as it may 
deem necessary, which shall be 
uniform upon the same class of 
subjects within the territorial lim- 
its of the authority levying the tax, 
but shall not levy or authorize the 
levy of a graduated income tax. 


Sec. 3. 
The property ot the 
State, counties and other municipal 
corporations, both real and per-

with authority to levy and collect 
taxes subject to the restrictions of 
sections l and 2 of this Article. 


Sec. 10. The General Assembly 
shall not impose taxes upon mu- 
nicipal corporations, or the Inhab- 
itants or property thereof, for cor- 
porate purposes, but shall require 
the corporate authorities to levy 
taxes for the payment of liabilities 
Incurred «under authority of law. 
Private property shall not be lia- 
ble to be taken or sold for the pay- 
ment of the corporate liabilities of 
a municipal corporation.

Every time we hear a piece of news like the following 


from one part of the country, we're surprised, and a little

of the water supply.

Any adult who himself has suffered from tooth decay 


would go to considerable lengths to spare his children from 
the same costly discomfort. 


The extent of tooth decay in this country is well illus- 


trated by the high number of men turned down for mili- 
tary service because of it. 


Now we have a means of fighting it which is simplicity 


itself, and cheap. The cost for a city the size of New York 
would be only about $800,000. And there are about seven 
million people there. 


There seems to be little reason why any community in 


the country can't at least consider the matter to the extent 
of rounding up all he facts necessary to an informed de- 
cision. 


A new vehicle which operates like an army tank has

ent. "As you can see, South could 
throw this hand against the wal 
and still produce 12 tricks. For the 
life of us, however, we don't see 
how he can bid it safely. For all he 
knows, North may have two losing 
hearts. 


"What _would 
the experts do 


about a Hand of this kind?" 


It depends on whether you mean 


tournament 
experts 
or 
rubber 


bridge experts. The tournament ex- 
pert hates to bid a slam for which 
he has no play at all. For some 
reason or other, he considers this 
disgraceful. 


The same expert, however, does 


not feel disgraced when he stops 
at game, and finds 12 absolutely 
laydown tricks in the hand. He 
takes refuge in the statement that 
the slam is "unbiddable." 


The first-class 
rubber bridge 


player has a completely different 
philosophy about slams. He is will- 
ing to bid slams with a certain 
amount of gaiety and abandon 
when he knows that the partner- 
ship hands include a very safe 
trump suit and a large number of 
playing tricks. 


The kind of slam that depends 


on favorable distribution, or per- 
haps a favorable opening lead, is 
difficult to reach by "scientific" 
methods. The first-class player 
doesn't disdain science, but he 
knows its limitations. With a cer- 
tain type of hand, he knows he 
must bulldoze his way to the slam 
and hope for the best. 


In the accompanying hand, South 


should just up and bid six clubs. It 
is perfectly true that North may 
put down a dummy that includes, 
alas, two small hearts. 


If so. South accepts his minus 


score with a smile, and prepares 
to bid a slam on the same type Of 
hand th every next moment if the 
chance is presented. He will make 
many more slams than he loses 
with such tactics.

Some thoughts have occurred to me since the conventions which 


modify my early reaction and persuade me to wait out General Eisen- 
hower. I think I might vote for him to break the reign of the so- 
called Democrats who are actually Socialists but only a little more 
socialistic than the Republican party. I mean break the reign of the 
organization itself, npt its program. 
The pro- 


gram will continue whoever wins. 


The Democrats have been in power for 20 years, 


promising more each time and getting re-elected in- 
definitely until there is little left to promise. 
By 


1956 they would not have to promise much because 
there would be no rival party left to bid against 
them for popular favor. 
Actually right now, the 


two party programs., and their psychology are al- 
most identical, which really means that the outs 
want to throw the ins out and nothing more. 


What difference do you see between Tom Dew- 


ey's political program, which nobody would seriously call a philosophy, 
and Harry Truman,'s? I see none. I see a strong similarity in tem- 
perament, too. 
Both are vindictive and intensely personal in their 


politics and, while Truman seems ignorant of principle, Dewey, in the i 
excellent phrase of Henry Ashurst, gets the same effect by rising 
above principle. I mean that principle means nothing to either of 
them. Isn't that a characteristic of Socialists? I have to say further 
that Eisenhower and Stevenson seem equally aloof from such consid- 
erations and devoted strictly to purposes. 
' 


We are coming into a political phrase which I observed in Britain 


when the Conservatives took office and found themselves afraid to en- 
force their conservative program because they knew it would be un- 
popular. Social Security is not conservative. It is radical and social- 
istic. 
Eisenhower certainly knows this. 
He also must know thaU 


Social Security is unconstitutional, for, surely, even at West Point, $.-* 
student learns that the national government has no constitutional au- 
thority to make all employed citizens buy insurance against their will 
from a company which is bankrupt by normal standards at rates 
fixed by the seller for the purpose of financing the political program 
of a party. 


Yet Ike also knows that the abo- 


lition of the Social Security system 
would cause a terrible quake. So 
what does he do? Instead of prom- 
ising to wipe out this corrupt de- 
vice and close off this source of 
billions to be wasted on socialistic 
things he promises more Social 
Security. So our Republican nom- 
inee plumps for more Socialism 
and less Republicanism. That is a 
mucky word but "Republicism" 
seems priggish. 


Mrs. Winifred Furrh. the senior 


of the Marshall girls of Marshall, 
Tex., who have been running a 
little revolution against the baby- 
sitters' withholding tax, bawled 
me out shortly before the Repub- 
lican convention for observing that 
the Texas Republicans were just 
dumb Democrats who wanted the 
sensation

then the loser can blame the gov- 
ernment." 
, The Alabama senator also said 
that "even on the procedure I 
thought it was badly handled." 


The steel case was a major la- 


bor-management and economic .is- 
sue through the first half of 1952. 


United Steel Workers and In- 


dustry management dead-locked on 
union demands for higher wages 
and other concessions. 


The government came into the 


middle of the scrap when Presi- 
dent Truman directed 
that his 


Wage Stabilization Board take up 
the case. 


The WSB recommended a set- 


tlement embracing a rise of 86

Chinese, Russians Cook 
Up Evil Brew for U. S, 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— A 15 


man Chinese government delega 
tion, has arrived in Moscow for 
talks with the Russians and un- 
doubtedly wants help. It seems a 
safe guess they went there to cook 
up misery for someone. 


The party was headed by Chou 


En-lai. Chinese, premier, and in- 
cluded military, economic and dip- 
lomatic leaders. China, not being 
militarily self-sufficient, needs Rus- 
sian help if it wishes to pretend to 
real power. 


May Leak Out 


The specific reason for the visit 


may leak out, piece by place. Or 
it may not be revealed until the 
Communists, Chinese or Russians, 
begin some new adventure, such 
as was tried in Korea. 


While the Chinese need Russian 


help, the Russians need the Chi- 
nese. Particularly if they want to 
expand communism in Asia and at 
the same time keep the. United 
States busy on two fronts: Europe 
and Asia. 


Yet, 
if the Russians attempted 


to aid the Chinese militarily on a 
big scale, they'd be in a position 
somewhat similar to that of the 
United States: They'd be siphon- 
ing off supplies, as we do for our 
European allies. 


Must Be Friendly 


The Russians can't afford to an- 


ger the Chinese, tf the latter broke 
with Russia and made peace_with 
the West, Moscow's world position 
would be badly shaken. 
' 


Such a break seems unlikely. The 


Chinese have their eyes on the rest 
of Asia. So long as Russia is a 
threat in the West, the strength of 
the West is split in two. So is its 
ability to stop the Chinese. 


Yet, the Russians must have mis- 


givings about the Chinese for the
